The President Satisfied With His Conditlon.

ExecuTive Maxsiox, Washington, Aung.
1.—8:30 A. w.—The president slept well
during the night and this morping is cheer-
ful and expresses himself as feeling better
than at any time since he washurt. After
slight rise of yesterday afternoon his tem-
perature became again normal early in the
evening and s0 continued. o appears
stronger and has evidently made good
progress on the road towards recovery dur-
ing the last few days. His pulse is now
94, temperatare 98.4, respiration 19.

ELECTRICAL INVESTIGATIONS.

The Inductor's Search for the Ball

Execerive Massjon, Wasmisatoxn, D.
C., Aug. 1—-11:45 A, m. (Unofficial)—The
president is passing a quiet, comfortable
day. Under the supervision of the at-
tending sargeons, Professors” Bell and
Taintor this morning made another appli-
cation to the patient’s body of the elee-
trical apparatus known as the induetion
balance, with a view to completing the
tests of Saturday, which were not entirely
conelusive, and ascertaining definitely and
certainly, if possible, the loeation of the
ball.

Professors Bell aml Taintor have been
almost constantly engaged for two weeks
in experiments with the induetion balanee,
and have made severnl modifications and
improvements which greatly add to its
efficiency. They tried the improved ap-
patatus upon the president’s body for the
first time last Saturday, and although it
indicated faintly the location of the ball, it
was afterwards found to be slightly
ont of adjnstment and the experiment
was not regarded as perfectly conclusive.
‘the results of this morning's test, how-
ever, are enlirely satisfactory both to Pro-
fessors Bell and Taintor, and to the at-
tending physicians, and it is now unani-
mously agreed that the loeation of the ball
has been ascertained with reasonuble ex-
actness and certainty, and that it lie-, as
heretofore stated in these dispatches, in
the front wall of the abdomen, immedi-
ately over the groin, about five inches be-
low awl to the right of the navel.

The experiments this morning were re.
peated several times and were made by
Profs. Bell and Taintor independently, so
as to guard as far as possible against
errors arising from the faulty perception
of a single individual or from one persop’s
mistaken judgment as to the comparative
intensity of sounds. In every inslance,
however, when the small disks attached
to the machine were placed in such a posi

tion on the patient’s body as to
indicate the loeation of the Dblack
and blue spot whieh appeared on

the lower right side of the abdomen soon
after the president was shot, the one
listening atthe microphone said that he
detected evidences of distarbanee. It
made no diflference’ whether the experi-
menter could see the disks or not, when.
ever Lthey were placed in that particular
position, he became instantly awaie of the
fict and annonveed it. The experiments
were varied and continued till all were
convineed that the bullet had been found
or at least located on a straight line run-
ning through the body from front to back,
just above the groin on the right side.
It was not possible to ascertain with any
degree ol certainty the depth at which
the ball lies, imbedded on this imaginary
line. But as the front wall of theabdomen
at this point is about two and oue-hall
inches in thickness,the ball 1nust iie within
that distance of the surface. 'These
results fully confirm the original diagnosis
of the case made by the attending sur-
geons soon after the president received
his injury, and that fact is as gratifying to
them as the complete suecess of the in.
duction balanee is to the professors,
Beli and Taintor. This "is the first
instance in which an imbedded bul-
let has, Dbeen accurately amd deli-
nitely located withont probing and
by purely scientitic methods. There
is no intention on the part ol the surgcons
to perform an operation for the removal
of the ball at present: so long as it gives
no trouble it wiil be allowed to remain
in its present position. The question of
the disposition to be finally made of it will
be considered when the president shall
have recovered his strength and shall be
out of danger.
